Justice first made headlines locally after he was tried 
for the January, 1970 murder of Valerie Louise Cham- 
pion, aka “Toni Broadway,” an‘alleged prostitute whose 
body was found stuffed in a storm sewer on the banks of 
the Olentangy. River. A Common Pleas Court jury found 
him innocent in that case. 

In April of 1974, Justice was arrested and charged with 
carrying a concealed weapon and possession of 
hallucinogens, the latter count being a second offense 
because of a 1965 conviction in Los Angeles on a similar 
rap. .

The prejudices of 
booking agents and local 
niteries deserves special 
mention. . 

I'm a Black musician and 
former booking agent, so 
I've had plenty of past ex. 
perience on this subject. 
It's not very enlightening 
when local white booking 
agents and club owners 
tell you right out front that 
tfiey can't hire or book an 
all-Black band. They tell 
you that with a racially 
mixed band you stand a lit- 
tle better chance of 
working. 

Black bands must..walk 
all over each other for the 
privilege to play in a few. 
Black-owned clubs left in 
the city. Dealing with Black 
club owners is the worst 
fate ever to. be experi- 
enced. Most of them figure 
that they're doing you a 
favor if they let you work 
for the door--now that's out 
of the kindness of their 
hearts! 

Maybe local musicians 
deserve exactly what they 
get, because many stand 
idle, unorganized, and are 
existing on ego trips, while 
their pockets remain em- 
pty. 

Special vymngratu- 
lations and best wishes go 
out to those musicians 
who put forth an honest ef- 
fort, and are reaping the 
benefits. 

Music fans of Columbus 
also must deserve nothing, 
because they act like they 
don't care, and they except 
all the garbage that club 
owners and promoters 


throw at them.

In the beginning Bill Cosby suc- 

combed to the exotic styles - Afro- 
beard, etc. In thinking about his 
starring role in the “! Spy” series, he

said: “! was not supposed to be any- 
thing than what they wanted a Black 
man to be. + had to dress-and talk 
like them. —But if | dressed or spoke 
too well, —then | was threatening 
and that was no good.” 

After taking another look at him- 
self Bill Cosby rebelled. With a doc- 
torate degree in education, the nat- 
tily dressed, sans beard and Afro, 
and with good TV commercial con- 
tracts, he now says: “in this country, 
business is conducted in White 
English. 


You don’t ‘get down’ when talking - 
with the chairman of the board ... you 
don't punctuate every sentence that 
makes sense with ‘right on’ — not un- 
less you want to be right out ... on 
your a-."” “Now I've got a whole 
bunch of stuff going on in my life. ‘A 
Piece of the Action’ is out there.... My 
life is very good. | made it all work for 
me and | am proud.” 


It would be good if our young 
people would profit from Bill 
Crosby's experienced. Clothes, ap- 
pearance and speech, make a world 
of difference in the market place. 
And, that’s where the jobs are. 


Some Food For Thought 


We all remember too well the 
grandstanding promises of -the 
1960's--to end poverty, hunger, 
disease and unemployment and, on 
an extended ljunch hour, right all 
wrongs. 

We all remember too well the 
disillusionment, frustration, failure, 
pain and dried up dreams that 
resulted from pursuit of those very 
noble goals of the Johnsonian era. 

It is because of The CALL & 
POST's first hand observations of the 
Johnsonian period, and‘our current 
concern for unemployment, 
especially among black youth, that 
we had to sit up and take note of a 
recent article in The New York Times 
by labor writer A.H. Raskin dealing 
with the recently passed Youth Em- 
ployment and Demonstration 
Projects Act of 1977.

Haica cApectatrons,-uUmtsied tua ™ 
and unrealistic timetables all sewn 
together without any effort ‘ by 
Congress to resolve goals that are 


often mutually exclusive.” 

What Mr. Taggart is saying is that 
our Congressional fathers who art in 
Washington have created stumbling 
blocks to implementing the program. 

The Columbus Community Ser- 
vices Dept., charged with ad- 
ministering the youth program as 
part of the Comprehensive Em- 
ployment and Training Act (CETA), 
reports. that it_expects_to—_receive 
more than $1.8 million for new youth 
programming in 1978. 

Local officials of the CETA 
Program are well aware of the 
problems of meeting federally im- 
posed deadlines and the almost 
super-human effort it takes to fulfill 
federal regulations. They have done 
a géod job of it. 


Certainly, community based 
organizations—mandated to be in- 
tegrally involved in the new youth 
programs--are also aware of the pit- 
falls of federal guidelines. After all, 
weren't they the pets of Johnson’s 
so-called war on poverty? 

The CALL & POST is most sup- 
portive of every positive and con- 
structive effort to deal with the 
problem of unemployment among 
youth. However, we don't need 
another Sixties in the Seventies.

Racism Threatens 


Liberty in England

Racism is on the rise in western 


Europe, especially in Britian. The ~ 


contagion has spread with such 
rapidity that the powerful British 
Union of Journalists, alarmed by 
developments, sent to all of its mem- 
bers a special four page supplement 
in the Union paper the “Journalist” 
warning the nationg press corps to 
mount an immediate and sustained 
campaign against racism and the 
Nazi Front that thrives on it. The last 
time such a warning was issued was 
during the hayday of Adolf Hitler in 
the late thirties. z 

Even the world famous humor 
magazine “Punch” felt the need to 
launch an attack on’ the National 
Front and racism and made this via a 
cartoon on its front cover. 

Throughout Britian educational 
authorities, are also alarmed by: the 
spread of racist reading materials 
into the classroom. A national con- 
ference is being called to combat 
this menance. 

The British Nazi like National Front 
is increasingly bold in its public, 
provocative appeals to racism. In a 
recent electoral campaign for Par- 
liament the National Front posters 


{ , 


showed a dark face drenched in 
blood soiling the British flag with the 
caption “This is your last chance, 
Vote for a white Britian.” 

In recent weeks the National Front 
has staged marches thru some of 
Britlans worst slums and high unem- 
ployment areas openly seeking to at- 
tack minority residents and to pro- 
voke their white neighbors into doing 
the same. So far serious incidents 
have been avoided, but nobody is 
willing to bet how long this will last. 

Across Britian Bookstores in 
minority residential ‘areas have come 
under attack from the racists. Thesé 
attacks have included fire bombings 
breaking ‘of windows and doors and 
the destruction of books, magazines 
and newspapers. The owners of the 


‘bookstores have .accused the police 


of collusion with the racists and have 
appealed to the government for 
protection. Invariably the bookstores 
are smeared with slogans such as 
“KKK" "“Niggers Out" and White 
Power.” 

The racist National Front menace 
‘has réached alarming proportions. At 
the recently concluded Labor Party 
Conference, the British Prime

is permitting his pique over U.S. Sen- 
ator Howard M. Metzenbaum to dis- 
tort his rationalization regarding the 
feeling of Negroes. It is unfortunate 
that black people are caught .in the 
middle of the feud between these two 
Ohio Senators. 

The United States District At- 
torney’s position has been open 
here since May 15. The way things 
look now, it could be open for mon- 
ths, perhaps years to come, unless 
this unjustified feuding between 
these two Senators cease. 

Senator Glenn, in an intemperate 
outburst last week in the daily press, 
sought to blame Cong. Louis Stokes 
and other Black leaders for there 
being no appointment of a Black 
lawyer to succeed Fred Coleman 
who held this office by appointment 
of President Richard Nixon.

Rhodes Tips His Hand. 


To use a phrase which became synonymous with 


* former President Richard Nixon, it is “perfectly clear” 


. Jim Rhodes will seek reelection next year, 
Minos tip his hand on his future political plans 
last Wednesday night in a speech before some 3,000 
faithfuls who planked down a $100 bill at a fun- 
draising rally in the Lausche Building at the Ohio 
State Fairgrounds. The affair was billed as a 
“Testimonial for Jim Rhodes,” but was in reality a 
kick-off of his campaign to become the first and only 
Ohio Governor to hold the office for 16 

In his rapid fire —— =~ pe drond ou “yo 
also gave a dramatic preview 0 % 
form oe sent a message to the Demooratio leaders 
that he plans to challenge them for the 
vote which they have kept sewed up in thelr prover- 
bial political bag for the past several years. 

When he said that Washington doesn't care about 
12,000 to 14,000 unemployed Ohio steelworkers, and 
that Washington is Occuppied with standing up for 
the people of Panama but no one ls standing up for 
the unempoloyed in Ohio, he obviously touched a 
sensitive nerve that steelworker families are unlikely 
‘o forget. 

Thie tact is certain to trouble the minds of the 
Democrats and Labor bosses, for virtually each of the 
12,000 to 14,000 laid off steelworkers are card 
carrying union members and registered Democrats. 

Still directing his salvo toward Washington but well 
aware that Ohio Democrats were the main target, 
Rhodes said he wished Washington would talk to the 
wives and children of unem steelworkers and 
tell them there won't be any Christmas this year or un- 
til someone’ gets their husbands and daddies jobs. 

He capped his campaign launching pad, saying the 
unemployed steelworkers were receiving fornis 
postcards from Washington saying in effect President 
Carter would consider thelr problem when he got 
around to It.

In the Dhanican, the Ohio Legislature, controlled by 
Democrats was. busy trying to put together a law 
designed to help the cause in congressional races 
next year. At this writing the Ohio House is hassling 
over a Senate - fame bill to redraw the 12th and 
15th districts in Columbus and Franklin County and 
one district in Hamilton County, Cincinnati. The 
Columbus districts are inted by 
while a Democrat already holds the Hamilton County 
district. 

Their main objective is to revamp the 12th district 
so as to make it virtually impossible or Rep. Samuel 
Devine, notoriously conservative Republican to win 
reelction. Under their Plan, the district, now reg 
as a Republican stronghold, would be carved up in 
such a manner to make it heavily Democratic. 

The revision of the 15th district would remain 
Republican under the remapping plan, suggesting, of 
course that Rep.

Redlining is a long-standing practice that is one of 
the causes for the deterioration of inner-cities. Finally, 
the federal government is beginning to move against 
it. 

Simply defined, -redlining is the refusal of financial 
institutions to make mortgage loans on homes in cer- 
tain areas. Needless to say those areas are usually 
minority neighborhoods, or neighborhoods that are 
integrated or in transition. The term refers to the red 
line that is figuratively drawn around the affected 
neighborhood, with loans refused to property owners 
whose buildings are within the redlined section. 

A pioneering study by the National Urban League 
some years back documented redlining in the Bronx. 
Local financial institutions were taking deposits from 
Bronx residents, but made very few mortgage loans in 
the Bronx — most of those funds went out of state. In 
effect, low income depositors were subsidizing 
wealthy distant commonities througitortgayes ey 
themselves were denied. 

Since that study there have been many others, in 
various parts of the country. All point to the same 
conclusion — that some financial institutions per- 
sistently refuse to make mortgage loans in neighbor- 
hoods that have large numbers of minority people, 
and often redline white working class sections too. 

What happens when an area is rediined? Cut off 
from conventional mortgage credit, owners cannot af-

Federal laws prohibit discrimination in mortgage 
lending, but are relatively ineffective against redlin- 
ing, since mortgages are refused on the basis of 
neighborhood deterioration, the age of the building, 
or other seemingly neutral reasons. ; 

Now the Federal Home Loan Bank Board, which 
regulates the nation's more than 4,000 savings and 
loan institutions, has proposed new rules to curb red- 
lining. The Board would require member institutions 
to develop written standards to ensure equal op- 
portunity in home financing, review advertising and 
marketing practices, consider all relevant factors in 
considering mortgage loans, and to keep written re- 
cords of all credit applications for review and 
monitoring by the Board. 

Under these rules people wouldn't be denied mort- 
gage credit soley because of their lack of previous 
t wnership, educational levels, or a history of 
job-changing. And maintenance of adequate record 
keeping will mean that information often hard to come 
by will now be available to the federal regulators, 

The Bank Board can enforce its regulations 
through “cease and desist” orders and court orders 
forcing an institution to sto violating them. For the
